Oth- 
er favorite questions of his were: "\Ylmfc 
name did Achilles puss under whon he so- 
journed with tho virgins at Scyros?" 
''What particular song were tho sirens 
when seated on the rocks in the habit of 
uhaiiting iu order to allure travelers to 
their death?" In vain was it for those wiso 
men to invent lictitious answers, for tho 
emperor invariably asked for authorities, 
mid if chapt-jr and verso were not forth- 
coming some ingenious punishment fell 
to tho lot of tlioso unfortunate manufac- 
turers of history.

They Were the First Things Th»t Im- 


pressed a Visitor to Jamaica. 


Tho light and tbe heat nro tbe two 


things that most impress ono on first com- 
ing to this land. The light Is tho more im- 
pressive of the two. From .suuriso to sun- 
set it is omnipresent and constant. Tho 
very shadows are luminous, dark though 
they appear by contrast. I should say that 
latitude 17 was about; 40,000,000 miles 
nearer tho sun than latitude 40. Yet it is 
a tender, soft, suffused light, not a fierce 
and hard one. The atmosphere is not so 
rarefied as that of our own west. Ona can 
read here by moonlight, but ono cannot 
rend line print easily. The remote dis- 
tances of tho landscapes are melted in an' 
aerial hazo instead of being defined with 
tho relentless clearness of a stool engrav- 
ing;. Nevertheless tho light of tho tropics. 
Ss superlative. It seoms to belong to a 
planet more recently ovolved from the par- 
ental luminary than ours. So iuteuso and 
pervasive is it ono would almost say it ir- 
radiates the mind as-well us the body. It 
appears to possess a spiritual quality. I 
had rend of blazing tropic suns, o£ scorch- 
ing, blistering tropic beats, but I find 
nothing of tho sort. Ho'wovev great tho 
ultimate effect may be, the manner is ill- 
ways gontle, swcot, subtle, soothing. Har- 
bour street in Kingston never shows so sav- 
iigo a temperature as Broadway in New 
York. But for r.ll that it will not do to 
take undue liberties with this soft spokeu 
climate.

breeze fanning you as yon sit under the 
shadow of ;v broad spreading silk cotton, 
nor could anything bo moro dangerous.

In tho north a plight chill may 
be followed by a, (slight cold, and that be 
tho end of it. Hero your chill may turn 
out tho cod of everything for you. More 
over, the soil when dampened by rain« 
probably exhales n miasma, productive of 
what wo call nmlariul fever. In .7:imaic,:i 
It occasionally develops into an appalling- 
ly ugly and brief disease known as black 
vomit.

For some years now the gov- 
ernment has been itself manufacturing 
heavy ordnance, both for the army and 
navy, with such excellent results that 
tho abandonment or curtailment of this 
branch of work has not been considered. 
Tho Hume might bo said of other 
brunches of manufacture of at tides by 
the government for its own use. Bircc 
the cons'.ruction of tho four navy yard 
built BhipH, the Maine, Texas, Cincin- 
nati and Rtleigb, however, the oj.po 
sition to tbo undertaking of further 
building work in the navy yards has 
been so great an to prevent its serious 
consideration. Tbo chief constructor's 
'xposition of the qusstion ia broad, able 
ind convincing. 


While wo would not generally regard 


the current 
practice abroad as a 


necessarily accurate guide in matters of 
naval policy for this country, the array 
of facts presented by the chief con- 
structor iu support of his contention 
that, at a certain stage in naval develop 
meiat, it is essential that a government 
should, in the interest of general efli 
cioncy of organization, take up a portion 
of its building work, leave little doubt 
that, in this reepoct, foriegn practice, 
uniform as it is among nations pursuing 
widely, diverging naval policies, m«iy 
safely be taken as a criterion. National 
aad nuvu.1 conditions cannot in England, 
Franco, Germany, Hussia and Italj be

WOMEN'S HUMOR.

Aro They More pood Natured Than Men? 


Is Now the Question. 


A reflective nod somewhat philosophic 


citizen was talking about woman's sense 
of humor and declared that in a general 
\vay the things which annoyed man seem- 
ed to am use u -woman. On being asked to 
illustrate what he meant, the philosopher 
said: 


"All of us havo probably had the experi- 


ence of being thrown bcdHy across a car 
on to'the lldor" or into somebody!&. lup. 
while going around a corner. Now, it has 
been my invariable observation that when 
that occurs to a man he is visibly annoy- 
ed. If he is a frequent car passenger, like 
myself, ho exhibits a sort of stoic disgust 
at tho unnecessary \ioleuco qf tho compa- 
ny. If ho is very 'young, he may become 
embarrassed and flushed. But never by 
any possibility does ho see anything humor- 
ous in this experience. 


"On tho other hand, a woman always 


Eooms to regard it ns a facetious pleasant- 
ry devised by tho officers of tho company. 
A woman may ride on tho curs every day, 
and if she does she is thrown off hor foot 
probably twice a wool: and sues some other 
woman victimized nearly ovory day. Yet;, 
whether she is the unfortunate or whether 
it is some other woman in tho car, there 
is for her an unfailing sourco of mirth in 
tho pracouclin;?. 


"The woman who gets slammed around 


until her hat is awry and her coiffuro dis- 
located and after trending on the toes of 
eovon other passengers is finally deposited 
out of breath in somo other woman's lap 
laughs aloud in a gleeful way. So does the 
owner of tho lap, and so does nearly every 
oLher woman in tho car. 
As a sourco of 


fci::imnu mirth this experience scorns nev- 
er to stale. 


"1 haven't decided yet whether tho expla- 


nation is tlmt women aro moro good na- 
ttirod under somo kinds of imposition than 
men tiro or whether tho solution of tho 
problem is shrouded in the eternal mys- 
tery whiob surrounds tho fomiuinu con- 
ception of humor in general," 


Tho speaker would probably havo con- 


tinued to elucidate his views on tho topic 
in band had not his sister withered him 
with a look of such contempt as convinced 
him that further discussion on that line 
was dangerous.—Philadelphia Press. 


Grant's IJeliglit In Taking Prisoners. 
Ho made very few comments upon tho 


stirring events which wore crowding so 
closoly upon one another until tbo report.? 
canio in regarding tho prisoners. When 
the lurgo numbers captured wore an- 
nounced, ho said, with thu first traco of 
animation ho had shown: "That's tho 
kind of news I like to hear. I had hoped 
thut a bold dash at daylight would secure 
a largo number r-f pvisouern. 
Hancock is 


doing well." This remark was eminently 
characteristic of tho Union vnmmandcr. 
His extreme fomlno.s.-f for taking prisoner:! 
was manifested in e\ery battle ho fought. 
When \\ord was brought to him of a suc- 
COS-H on any part of Ihu line, his first and 
most, Ciller question was always, "Jl.-ivo 
any prisoners lioun taki'iiV" Thu lovo lor 
capturing prisoners amounted to a passion 
with him. It did not huum to arise from 
tho fact that they added so largelj to iho 
trophies of battle, and was, nndnuht, uhii't- 
ly dun tu his tenderness of heart, which 
prompted him to feel that it Was always 
more humanu to ruduru tho enemy's 
strength by captures than by slaughter. 
His desire in this respect was amply grati- 
fied, for during tho wav it fell Lo his Jot tu 
capture n larger number of prisoners than 
any general of modern times.—General 
Horace Portor in Century.

Nicotiaiia Affiuis. 


Nicotians 
affinis, tho border flower, 


which opens about 6 o'clock and gives a 
powerful .rfnd pleasant fragrance during 
tbo night, takes its name from the botan- 
ical term for the tobacco plant, nicotiana, 
which was named in honor of John JSicot 
of Nismcs, ambassador from the king of 
Franco to Portugal, who procured the first 
seeds from a Dutchman, who had them 
from Florida. 


CALIFORNIA PEARLS. 


Tho Great Majority Found Are of Littlo 


Value. 


The bods of tho gulf of California pro- 


duced enormously for awhile, yielding 
many pearls of groat size. For somo timo, 
ISO years back, tho output was 300 to 500 
PQtiuds of tho "goins,o* the ocean" an- 
nually. In ,1790 a collection of big pearls 
wi:s mado there for a collar that became 
the property, of- tho queen of Spain, aud 
v.-hieh is ovon now ono of the most valua- 
ble possessions of the Iberian crown. As 
late as 1881 a black pearl, valued at $10,000 
and weighing 88 carats, was obtained from 
tiiose waters. One of twice that weight, 
light brown a.nd worth $8,000, was se- 
cured in 1883, and in tho same year a mer- 
chant of La Paz, Hanied Hidalgo, bought 
from an Indian for $10 a pearl of beaute- 
ous luster, which he sold in Paris for 
15,300. All the black poarls got from tho 
gulf of California aro sont to Europe, bo- 
causo over thero they fetch more than 
whito ones, being a fad. 


Tho pearl oyster banks of the gulf could 


not bo worked profitably1 today but for the 
introduction of modern apparatus for div- 
ing. Such of the.bivalves as aro left aro in 
water too deep for search by ordinary 
methods, but tlie rubber clad diver, pro- 
vided with a tube to furnish him with air, 
is able to search the bottom at leisure, big 
glass fronted helmet giving him a good 
view of his surroundings, thanks to the 
dim greenish light which illuminates the 
subaqueous regions. He carries with him 
a sheet iron reservoir lilled with compress- 
ed air, which in case of emergency may be 
connected instantly with his helmet bj 
tbo turning of a cock. In this business one 
interesting fact is that no such articles aie 
ampluycd in diving for pourls anywhere 
also in the worlG. Tho customary method 
is to dive naked. In tho Sulu :irc!iipalagc 
the divers paint themselves black, s>o as 
in it to attract the notice of sharks. ' 


The pearl fisheries of the gulf of Califor- 


nia aro farmed out by tiio Mexican govern- 
ment to a Sun Francisco company, which 
employs about 400 men. Work is curried 
on along tho eastern shore of the peninsu- 
la and up tiio Pacific side as far .-is Marga- 
rita island. 
The oysters aro found alwaye 


cdgo upward and usually in groups, and 
tho diver lias no difficulty in separating 
ti»:m from tho rocks ou which they grow 
by cutting tho "bynsus" which serves the 
iuolln.sk as an attachment to its renting 
place. Tho bivalves thus obtained «ro cur- 
ried by schooners tu La Paz nnd mo open- 
ed under oilicial inspection. One thousand 
of them may yield not a single poarl (if 
any size, while from a doyen shells §^0,()uO 
worth may bo taken. 
The groat majority 


of pearls found aro of littlo v.iluo. Tho 
final process employed is t;> squeeze the 
meat of tho oyt>tor in the fist, lost a. pearl 
should remain imbeddud in tho tissuo of 
tho bivalve.—Boston Transcript.
